It is my pleasure to present the Lake County Agricultural Report for the year 2011 in accordance with sections 2272 and 
2279 of the California Agriculture Code.  The gross value of Lake County agricultural production for 2011 was 
$66,824,284.  This is an increase of 4% from 2010.  This increase is primarily due to increases in the wine grape and    
walnut industries. This report represents gross agricultural receipts and does not reflect production costs 
or net income to the producers. 

The gross value of wine grapes was $39,993,333, an increase of 12% from 2010.  The total tonnage harvested increased by 
6% and the total grape acreage was 8,338, a decrease of 44 acres.  The tons per acre were relatively unchanged; however, 
the price per ton increased by 6%.   

In 2011, the gross value of pears was $18,977,108, a decrease of 1% from 2010.  The total production increased by 7,770 
tons and total pear acreage was 2,170.  Overall, prices per ton decreased 18% and tonnage increased 21%.     

The gross value of walnuts was $3,105,000, an increase of 8% from 2010 while production decreased 8%.  The price per 
ton increased 18% and acreage increased to 3,525 acres. 

Increases were noted in vegetable crops (51%), livestock production (12%), field crops (9%), and miscellaneous fruit 
(3%).  There were decreases in forest products (78%), nursery production (73%), and livestock and poultry products 
(38%). 

The gross value of pears in this report represents the value of the pears after they are packed and processed.  The figures do 
not indicate the value of the pears at the time of harvest or the gross income of the producers.  The gross values of all other 
commodities in this report represent the value of each commodity at the time of harvest. 

I would like to thank our Deputy Agricultural Commissioner, Kris Eutenier, Craig Wetherbee, Agricultural Biologist II, 
and our Secretary, Kristi Elsemore, for their efforts in compiling the information, providing the photographs, and working 
on the layout of the 2011 Crop Report.  I wish to express my appreciation to the many individuals and organizations who 
contributed to making this report possible.
